appointed, ſhall have the like Authority to act, in the Execution of this Act, 
as the Commiſſioner in whoſe place he ſhall ſucceed was veſted with. 


And be it further Enacter, by the Authority aforeſaid, That all the 
Charges and Expences attending the Obtaining and Paſſing of this Act of 
Parliament, and all the Charges and Expences of the ſurveying the ſaid Lands 
and Grounds, and of the Award or Inſtrument to be made and executed as 
aforeſaid, ſhall be. defrayed by the ſeveral Proprietors, in proportion to the 
Quantity of Land allotted them reſpectively, in ſuch manner as the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners, or their Succeſſors, or any Five or more of them, ſhall order, 
direct, and appoint (except only with reſpect to the ſaid Thomas Francklyn, 
and his Succeſſors, who are to be intirely freed and diſcharged from any Ex- 
- pences relating thereto). | 


Ind be i furrher Enacted. by the Authority aforeſaid, That this Act
